Dear Fr. Alonso, 
May your new year be heavily laden with every grace from Heaven. 


The Fr. Provincial of the Claretian Portuguese Province has written a 
letter to Fr. Aloysius asking either complete incorporation of our group into 
the Portuguese Frovince or to be on our own as a separate entity. Fr, Aloysius 
sent Joseph Langford and Charles Carpenter, as his representatives, to interview 
the Fr, Provincial in Lisbon. Joseph and Charles were very prudent with the 
Fr. Provincial in their discussion with him, avoiding saying anything against 
the Province and about the liberal ways that are already creeping into the 
seminaries all over Fátima. Fr. Provincial stated again what he had written 
in his letter--that he would like us to be incorporated into the Province, or 
to have our separate entity, 


Our group of ten for Perpetual Adoration do not feel like joining the 
Portuguese. The Americans do not find in the Portuguesesseminarians the ideals 
the Americans have for which they came to Fatima. The Americans are quite 
disappointed with the mediocrity and liberal ways of the present seminaries 
all over Fatima, The American group feels more than ever like going 211 the 
way in the holy and high ideals we have. We are highly considered, because of 
the mercy of God, by all the people in Fátima unanimously, though we do not 
deserve it. And the two Bishops of Leiria count on us on the 13th of each 
month to help as altar boys and to carry the Blessed Mother and to be on the 
side of the Bishop while the Bishop is blessing the sick with the monstrance, 


Father, we—ten, since Fr. Aloysius is still sick, he is asking us to write 
this letter to you. Fr. Provincial wants an answer as soon as possible. But 
first, Fr. Aloysius wants to speak with you. When you come back from Madrid, 
let us know, because we must see you as soon as possible. Fr, Aloysius is 
somewhat afraid that when the Fr. Provincial receives the answer that the 
American group wishes to be on their own and not join the Portuguese Province, 
Fr. Provincial might react strongly against us, and then go to the Bishop of 
Leiria and prevail on him to dissolve us and force us to leave Portugal. 

Fr. Aloysius counts on you, Fr. Alonso, to speak as soon as you can, to the 
Bishop of Leiria about our precarious and difficult situation, and to defend us 
and secure our staying in Fatima. In this manner, if and when Fr. Provincial 
goes to the Bishop about our decision, the Bishop will already know what to do. 


Now, we have something more to tell you, Father. We are expecting, at the 
beginning of next month, a millionaire from San Diego, California, and we are 
going to ask him to pay, not only for our house in Fátima, but also for Pontevedra, 
so that all your plans in Pontevedra be realized fully, through the help of this 
millionaire. So, do prepare your plans for Pontevedra, because we Ámericnas are 
going to back you completely, financially and otherwise. 


We count on your fervent prayers. We are praying for you and we love 
you immensely. You might be the instrument to help bring a new congregation 
into its being in the Church, in the present day and age, through us Americans. 


Best regards from Fr. Aloysius end from everyone of our ten Americans. 
Dear Father, after God we count on you.

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8. Inspection. Lender may make or cause to be made reasonable entries upon and inspections of the Property, provided that 
Lender shall give Borrower notice prior to any such inspection specifying reasonable cause therefor related to Lender's interest in 
the Property.

With the permission of his Superiors, Father Ellacuria 
went to Fatima last year to begin this community with the 
permission of the Bishop of Fatima and of the Claretian 
Superiors. 


As the idea of the Community developed, the General 
of the Claretians felt that it should be rather a separate 
Community than a branch of the Claretian. 


With the permission of the Bishop of Fatima, Father 
Aloysius tried to establish his new community at Fatima but 
found it virtually impossible because of the language 
difficulties and the distance for the handling of candidates 
from the United States. Therefore, while continuing to 
maintain a house at Fatima, Father Aloysius has thought 
to establish a Novitiate and eventually a Seminary here in 
the United States.

Dear Reverend Fr. Joaquin M. Alonso, C.M.F. and Reverend Charles Carpenter, 
M.A.P.: 


Happiest greetings. MAP is born again: The wheat that died 

and was buried in Fatima has produced these last days eight shafts 

in four seminaries. We have three theologians and one more next year. 
He is with the four philosophers -- althogether eight! Details 
later. They are all happy in their seminaries, with the recommendation 
of their pastors and spiritual directors and with the approval of 

their rectors and professors. 


Fr. Aloysius has been a real founder in doing all this work with 

the greatest secrecy with me alone helping him. He has gone through 

a very great suffering because of Mr. snd Mrs. Maguire. Maguire 

has proved to be disloyal, an autocrat in regard to the money that 

Fr. Aloysius loaned him for the seminarians, and lack of secrecy 

in a very important matter that dealt very confidentially with hin 

as a director of the MAP. He himself thought that he was the MAP 

and that it was up to him to manage the MAP and examine the seminarians 
and deal with the ecclestical authorities. Besides that, his wife 

was a gossip of the worst kind. 


Fr. went to the lawyer, Mr. Joseph O'Connor, and the lawyer saw that 
Fr. was not only right, but that a rotation of directors was needed 

at once with new directors, removing Maguire. The lawyer, with 

great respect to Fr. Aloysius, for whom he loves for many years

On: the recent pilgrimage Fr. General gave a very warm reception 
to Fr. Aloysius in Rome (June, 1976) and told him that he was sorry 
he didn't give the help he promised when he told Fr. to make a separate 
congregation from the Claretians with the boys he took to Fatima 
with him. Fr, General was sorry he couldn't give the help 
he promised Fr. Aloysius in Fatima. 
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Our best to both of you. But before that, Fr. regrets not to receive 

a line from you, Charlie, all these months. When you do write, do 

it indirectly through Kevin, who is among young men one whom Fr. considers 
the most loyal ever, when he is not bound at all to do anything 

for him. Our Lord has blessed him with a salary of $1000.00 a month, 
because Fr. recommended him to the man who is giving him this salaty, 

a man who loves Father very much. 


As we have now eight, try, Charlie, to keep your poverty the best 

you can because we must treat all the same. You are just one of them. 
Father needed all his firmness and a lot of prayers and Masses to obtain 
these boys and to remove Alfred and Doris Maguire from being 
directors and treasurers of the MAP, because with them it was going 
to be the end of the MAP. But God gave it to Father, and Father 

felt the need before the almighty God to rectify everything before 
dying. He might not last too long. Pray for his health, its not 

the best. Fr. considers that all the humiliations that came to 

him both from within and without were new steps to revive the MAP. 

At the same time the devil wanted with those humiliations to do away 
with the MAP because of the extreme sensitivity of the Father in 

the slanders he has gone through, which he has pardoned completely 
without a bit of resentment. 


Fr. saw this, and the last possibily, since you didn't write to him 
for so long, possibily moved by the evil tongue of these Maguire 
(of this Fr. is not sure). But he wonders why you have neglected 
any correspondence for the first time since you are away from him, 
to whom after God you owe all. Charlie, you must realize that 
‘first comes first. 


Fr. considered all of this great Providence from God, and with 
great prudence, and I cooperated with him one-hundred fold. This 
is still all a great secret, and we would like to keep it that way 
for years.

And believe mo, Fr. amazes me 
with the things that he tells me, and remember Charlie, that God 
through the Fr. General founded the MAP, and gave it to Fr. Aloysius 
and never has taken it away from him. The MAP never would have 
succeeded unless the Providence of God brought Fr. Alonso to us as 
a most efficacious and so highly influential help, by orders of 
Fr. General, when Fr. was actually dying in Fatima with three 
heart attacks, one right after another, and badly slandered 

by the ecclesiastics and the people. 
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Charles Mandina has been away the whole summer with Padre Pio's 
cause in San Giovanni Rotundo.

Dear Monsignor Beresi: 


Thank you for the time you gave me when i was in Milwaukee 
and presented you with the brochure on Missionaries of the 
Perpetual Adoration. Since Father Ellacuria is in Portugal, 
it was difficult procuring copies of the attached letters. 


If His Excellency is willing to take the group into the 
Milwaukee diocese they could do any special work and adjust 
themselves to his pastoral needs, Presently the group 
numbers about thirty men, mostly qualified for catechetical 
work. One of them is an attorney with two years ofpractice, 
another has an M, A. in philosophy and is highly qualified 
for C.C.D. workon any level. One of the men is a college 
administrator with an M.A. in guidance and personnel admin- 
istration fopm New York University. There would be two 
priests ready for Spanish, French and English pastoral work. 


The group will not be a financial burden as they have 
sufficient means for self-support. Should His Excellency 
approve, it would be necessary to acquire or make arrange- 
ments for housing and pastoral work. Later on they would 
like to send well-qualified members for the priesthood to 
suitable centers of priestly studies, everything at their 
own expense. 


Enclosed is a copy of a letter from John Haffert, director 
of the Blue Army, also from Juan Arzube, Auxiliary Bishop 

of Los Angeles and Rev. Bernard O'Connor, C.M.F., Provincial 
Superior of the Claretians in Los Angeles. These might give 
you further insight into Father Ellacuria’s background. As 
for me, I am affiliated with a group of laymen who are try- 
ing to guide this group.
